ikirmishing to which the efNorts of small
partics had been confined up 1o that time

The Rlve forces broke camp at Coopers
town early, and sttempled
the enemy and provent a juncturs of o
Red foree moving [(rom the town of
Champlnin, with another Red foree os-
tabliatied at Rouse Point, on Liake Chame-
plaln,

The Iatter Red foree had suMelent tima
to become entrenched thoroughly In an
oxeellent position on a helght back of the
rmall town that bears tha promontory's
name,

The Blus force, however,
awnre of that fact., After marching for
four miles or so from Cooperstown, the
patrols and advance gunrds came in con-
taet with the enemy cavalry patrols,
slowly forcing them back. As the right
finnk guard, conmisting of half the busi-
news moen, swung through the town of
Rousa Polnt, the fAghting beoams hot
and extremely spectacular

The advance patrols Kept up a continual
fire from various vantage polnts in the
town. Any cover wis utiliged, from the
pump in & buckynard o a passing
with a terrified fnrmer inside, trying to
make out what It was all about, The town
was fNnally clearsd an the cavalry fell
back. The flank guard then procesded
townrd tha opnemy's posltion, the main
body awinging in from ths west along the
road from Champlain

It was then the battle started, Agalnst
the 2000 of the Red foree, strongly in-
trenchied, the Blues progeeded nas o skir-
mish line consisting of a thin line of
men a yard apart, extending more than n
mila from one ond to the other In & great
semiclrels Supported by artdllery and
machinegun fre the line eventually
closed In. The battle finally ended wilth
n bayonet chirgo of 200 excited, shouting
moen, who wera stopped o few feet from
the trenches by the whistles of the um-
pires,

The whole scene during the battle would
have brought joy to the heart of the most
oxioting militarist. The rifle fire wis con-
tinuous for more than an hour, sputter-
ing op vigorously as one part of the Blua
line moved forward in one quarter, and
belng hotly answered by the return fire
of the resisting Red force, All the while
artillery boomed from various gquarters
and the barking machine guns contributed
thelir whare to the genernl racket.

No declalon wan rendered, It not belng
the policy of the umpireés to breed any
apirit of competition In the mineuvers.
